It may produce minim; con- 
cessions, loan colonists noney ami furnish 
equipments for industries, act as bankers 
ami carry on any lawful trade or business, 
The Times, referring to iho above-nn ntion- 
od association, says: "This colossal scheme 
is the most remarkable one of ihe kind ever 
launched by practical men. It is inipos 
sible, however, not to entertain misgiving 
as to its future. The fitness of the Jew, 
for Ihe proposed career may ho doubted 
while if it is worked jn a large scale tin 
czar might refute to let his people go 
Finally, the magnitude of the scheme ex 
poses it to innumerable risltH.

THE 0KANAG0N. 



Its Wonderful Agricultural Resources 
—As it Was and 
as it is. 



Opening Up of the Country by Rail- 
way, Stage anil Steam- 
boat- 



(Special Correspondence of the Colonist.) 

In my previous articles on the Okanagon 
I was enabled to speak of the great wealth 
of this part of our fair province. It may 
truly be called the garden of B. C. , and it 
needs no prophetic power to predict for it 
a great future. All eyes aro naturally turned 
to Vernon as the capital, and bore, as 
already stated, signs of activity aro appar- 
ent on every hand. It is only a matter of 
time until a substantial city will be built 
up on the site already laid out. Capital 
and labor have already been attracted to 
the place, and continues to How in. Far- 
seeing men lnive come forward with their 
means and invested liberally, fully assured 
that the investment is a good one. The 
stores — eipeciully those recently run up and 
others in course of erection — are 
spacious, substantial buildings, some 
of them being of brick. The only trade or 
artifice which I noticed unrepresented wus 
tailoring, but in the town I met with one of 
the leading tailors of New Westminster, 
whosa visit to Veraon was solely for the 
purpose of making arrangements to f-tart 
businiss there. The lively trade being done 
in every branch was a very pleasing feature. 
The hundreds of men employed in railway 
construction, as well as those employed in 
harvesting operations, appeared to flock 
into Vernon for supplies, and to spend their 
money as freely as if they were millionaires. 
Small coin was conspicuous by its absence 
in all transactions, the 2.">c or two-bit piece 
being apparently the lowest currency the 
people would design lo handle. The smaller 
" bits" willi of course, make their way into 
Vernon as trade increases and the town 
grows, but the freedom with which money 
now changes hands leaves the impression 
that but little value is attached to it. Every- 
body appears to bo in a state of modest 
if not positive affluence, and a general air 
of happiness and prosperity is apparent all 
round. Wagon loads of grain were 
pouring in from every direction, and the 
granary of ihe Columbia Flouring Mills Co., 
located at Vernon for tho convenience of 
farmers, was rapidly being rilled. 

From Vernon to the Mission is. a pleasant 
drive. The Mission is so called because in 
the early days of the country's history a 
party of R. C. missionaries established a 
" mission " there, and brought within the 
folds of the Christian Church the wild men 
of the West. The mission still continues, 
and the Indiana of tho district are living 
examples of the good work accoinplshed. 
They are, perhaps, the; most peaceful in 
dustrious, law-abiding aboriginics in the 
country. In this district Lonl Aberdeen 
has secured a large tract of land, which 
under the manage of Messrs. Majorbanks 
and Eustace Smith, he is devoting to tli 
raising of fruit. Young trees and plants of 
the beat quality have been pui in the 
ground and are doing well. The smaller 
and hardier fruits are making wonderful 
progress, but g'-apes cannot be pronounced 
a decided success. Apples, pears, plums, 
oheoricK, peaches, currants, tomatoes — all 
give promise of a splendid yield. So far as 
the experiment lias gone, it fully establishes 
the fact that JJ. C. is par excellence a fruit 
growing country. Farming in every branch 
is a success here. The rainfall is amply 
sufficient, and the soil rich enough for any 
crop, while the frosts aie so light as not to 
injure even the most delicate growth. This 
is truly a splendid tract ol country, and 
should the experiment justify the expecta- 
tions of bis lordship, it is his intention to 
establish a fruit canning factory at the 
Mission. 

On my return trip to Eudcrby I took 
what is known as the Pleasant Valley road 
—a road well named, passing through 
a really charming valley. 'Ihe high 
W.y is here nnd there narrow 
and its surface uneven, and the pleasures of 
the trip were more than compensated for 
any little inconvenience thus occasioned. 
Through a regular avenue of trees we passed 
mile after mile, -.aid as 1 had the good for- 
"fruie rif having as a traveling companion 
Mr. (I. Reilly, the courteous and efficient 
secretary-treasurer of the S. A- O., every 
point ol interest was noted. Now and 
iigiin, through the rich foliugo of the trees 
lo either side, a glimpse was had of the vaBt 
tields of golden grain, the snug little home- 
steads surrounded by (lowers in profusion, 
an Indian encampment, a fisherman's hut, 
(ii the log cabin of the w.lodsinun. The 
whole country through which we passed is 
well settled, and is being rapidly brought 
under cultivation. The settlements are 
somewhat new, but still there is undoubted 
signs of improvement. Some idea of the 
ptogiess made can be obtained from the 
following figures, which I believe to be ap- 
proximately correct :

In tho Round Prairie district Mr. If. 
Swansoil has some (i 10 acres, of w hich .'!()() 
is under tillage and 100 in pasture,; Mr. 
Schubert, sen., 1,200, with 400 under crops, 
and Mr. ('. B, Cargell, L'-'O acres, 80 o 
which Is cropped, At Salmon river ther 
arc also some splondid farina and orchards 
one of the settlers, Mr. II. Patlon, having 
some 1,000 fruit trees bearing well. 

The return trip from Endtrhy to Sioa- 
moUS I made by water, and it was, perhaps, 
the most pleasant pail, of tho journey. It 
was made on the little Bteamer Red Star, 
Capt. Ciitnmings. The Red Star was 
laden with flour f,om the mills, and 
although she invariably bus on board a 
mm. bor of passengers, my trip was an 
exception to the rule. When tho dinner 
hell rang there was but another passenger 
to sit down to the table with me. But the 
crew turned in by degrees, nnd partook 
with us of an excellent meal. 
Tho jourroy wna made in nboui 



five hours, during which time we 
had some novel experiences. The river for 
miles is very shallow, in pl ace s not more 
than ten or twelve inches in depth, and to 
make the passage the little craft had to be 
most obedient to her rudder. At one time 
she would grit along the bed of the river— 
a light, shifting sand • at another she would 
hug the shore so as to keep afloat, and then, 
engage in a dodging encounter with the 
numerous "snugB," or logs of timber, which, 
more than anything else, impede tho navi- 
gation of the stream. The Red Star has 
seen considerable service in these waters, 
and her passengeis, from time to time, in- 
cluded men and women of all ranks and 
stages of life from royalty itself down to tho 
poor, half-civilized squaw. The a\Iarq»iB 
and Marchioness of Lome walked her mooest 
decks ami took somo happy sketches ot 
many of the charming spots along the riv- 
er shanks. The Giant Castle was among 
the most effective of the sketches. It is the 
work of nature on a huge rock which etands 
111 bold relief against one of the most prom- 
inent of the local mountain peaks— a 
castle to all outward appearances, and of 
such immense proportions as to suggest the 
name which it bears. Trinity Tree und its 
surroundings is another of the choice 
glimpses of tho picturesque which one can- 
not help but admire. An,; then theso huts 
and homesteads, (hose crags and biaes, 
those antiquated looking boats moored to 
stumps of trees or pulled np high and dry 
on the banks,— what of them? Tho cap- 
tain, and a jolly eouI he is, takes great 
pleasure in telling his passengers 
all about them. •• There was a 
wedding there last week," ami he 
points to a shack perched on an elevated 
bank, its sole custodian being a peculiarly 
inoffensive mongrel. " The bride is Duteh 
and the groom Italian. Neither can Bpeak 
tho language of the other." " Then how 
do they managoj to get along," I ventured 
to ask. " By signs and signals," ca;ne the 
prompt reply. " Hut there they are," and 
the newly wedded couplo—one as dark an 
any son of Italy need look, and the other as 
fair as fair could be— hove in sight in 
dtshabtlk. A little further on I was pointed 
out an old resident— a woman who will 
persist in dressing in ma le attire. She 
pb oses herself in the matter, us she 'is in 
blissful ignorance of the divided skirt or 
the various olher reforms suggested by the 
society haying these interesting topi C8 in 
charge. The Indians have several cncaiiip- 
ments along the river's banks, where they • 
dry their fish, busk in tho still, and send 
their sportive ofl'sprtng to bathe in the 
waters. All looked healthy and well, and 1 
not seeing a graveyard in my ram- 
bles, I asked the captain for somo' 
mortuary statistics. His answer was " we 
never die here. We had to kill two Indians • 
to start a graveyard." As the little craft 
steumed along, shoals of fish followed us as 
if attracted by the sound of the big wheel 
at the stern, by which the boat is propelled. 

But we aro again at Sycamous, and tak- 
ing the train west, I arrived at my journey's 
end— Victoria. A few general remarkB 
about the country next week und I shall 
close.

The project is one w hich has occupied 
public attention for years past ; the wunt 
of a re-ally lirst-class hotel being admitted 
<m all sides. Not thai there are not in Vic- 
toria several lirst-class hotels, but there are 
none of them as commodious as might be 
■desired, or possessing the uttraetious and 
surroundings which the tourist naturally 
looks tor. In many cities less pretentious 
than this, the class of hotels existing prove 
a source of attraction, with their palatial 
accommodation, splendid grounds, boating 
and driving facilities, and everything calcu- 
lated to nuiKe the tourist happy. Our best 
hotels are in the heart of the city, and 
possess none of these inducements. The 
•climate of Victoria and its beautiful scenery 
point to it as a most desirable resort for 
those^ jn search of health, recreation or 
pleasure, and to provide such hotel accom- 
modation as will meet these ends, is the 
•"task which is now undertaken. .Some 
•eighteen months ago the erection of such an 
establishment was undertaken, a site was 
selected, plans anil specifications procured 
and the foundation for the building absolute- 
ly prepared. But the stock was not us lib- 
erally subscribed for as was anticipated, and 
for. the time being the project fell through. 
The matter is now revived, and to give it 
practical form yesterday's meeting was 
called.

in on our labors we found considerable dif- 
ference of opinion existing amongst us as to 
the various sites proposed, 
sing the matter at three m 
personal inspection, we ha 
unanimous conclusion that 
Canada Wes'ern Hotel, U 
and James Bay, is the c 



0(10 in round numbers must bo provided to 
complete the building and the furnishing. 
Wo have looked into tho act under which 
this company is incorporated, and we bo- 
lieve that the borrowing powers are equal 
to the paid up capital. Wo propose that if 
the necessary amount can be obtained by 
Bubsoriptiouo to have tho capital stock in- 
creased. Failing this we arc confident that 
no difficulty would be experienced in 
borrowing upon favorable terms the amount 
needed to complete the hotel. We suggest 
that not less than $1,000 worth of shares 
be issued to any one person. Those who 
cannot take this amount can assist the 
enterprise by voting free taxation and 
water for say 'JO years. As this enterprise 
is inaugurated from patriotic motives only, 
for the benefit of Victoria city and her 
citizens, we strongly urge the citizens to 
take immediate action as we are of opinion, 
from the numerous expressions to the com- 
mittee, that many of our capitalists ure 
ready to materially aid in bringing about 
the very worthy object for which you are 
called together, to-day. In conclusion we 
would point out the great urgency of this 
question, and we sincerely trust that ere 
the year ISO- closes, we shall be able to 
look with pride upon a building, which 
wili not only afford the desired accommoda- 
tions, but be a credit and an ornament to 
our beautiful city. All of which is respect- 
fully submitted.

Mr. Ward — Can you tell us, Mr. Chair- 
man, whether the present directors of the 
Canada Western Hotel Co. can increase the 
issue of their stock under their arrange- 
ments 1 I understand that Mr. Redon 
holds §35,000 of the stock, and that unless 
we buy him out our project muy be blocked. 
I am given to understand that he can out- 
vote the other shareholders. At a meeting 
of directors, I suppose they would have the 
power to issue more stock. If that is the 
case we can keep Mr. Redon in our com- 
pany with his $35,000 worth of stool;. I 
don't know how the matter stands, or 
whether Mr. Redon can stop the further 
issue if he likes.

Chili Prepared to Test the Itiffht of 
the U.S. to Capture the 
Vessel. 



Docs Not Kecoffiiize the Itiffht of 
Uncle Sam to Any 
Indemnity. 



Ntw York, Sept. 12.— The Herald's 
Washington correspondent sends the fol- 
lowing : The terms upon which an amicable 
settlement of the Itatu suit is to be effected 
are still in the possession of the United 
States officials and the representatives of 
the Chilian government. It has been hinted 
that the delivery of the Itata will not bu 
an unconditional surrender on the part, of 
Unclo Sam. The terms of agreement, 
some allege, are that the Chilian govern- 
ment is to pay the United Stales £-20,000 
for expenses of the Charleston while in pur- 
suit of the Itnta. 

I culled at the Chilian legiition, this even- 
ing, and was officially informed by represen- 
tatives of the junta that no such compromise 
as that suggested above would by floated by 
them. 

Mr. Foster added, unofficially, that the 
new government would never pay a cent. 
Such a bargain would be an admission that 
they hud done wrong, an admission that 
Chili would never make. They are pre- 
pared to test the right of the United States 
to capture their vessel, and arc willing to be 
judged in the mutter by international law 
as administered by an American judge. 

They oak that the Itata be delivered to 
them together with her eorgo of arms, and 
do not recognize the riuht of this country to 
any indemnity for expenses incurred in 
what they term an illegal pursuit. It is ar- 
gued that W. H. Grace & Co. would be 
willing to forfeit the sum of §20,000 in order 
to have the matter settled. Even if this 
were so, it is not likely that the United 
States would be willing to appear before the 
nations of the world as a cheese-paring gov- 
ernment, ready to mulct a smaller power 
for traveling expenses in a suit already de- 
cided by popular opinion. 

The suit against the Itatc will be w ith- 
drawn without any money consideration, so 
I have been informed this afternoon. 

ELECTION NEXT MONTH. 

NfcW York, Sept. 10. — Valparaiso dis- 
patches say that the junta at u meeting 
held yesterday decided that an election 
would be the best method to bring about 
the tranquility so much desired, and that 
October 18 next will accordingly bo desig- 
nated as election day. Senators, dtpuiies, 
municipal officers and the president will he 
voted for. The new president will be in- 
stalled on December 20. 

Col. Stepnn, who with 25 cavalrymen is 
supposed to have gnno to the Argentine Re- 
public to act as guerillus, has been captured 
and brought here. His cruelty to anti- 
Balmocedists who fell into his power has 
aroused intense feeling against him. He 
will he very summarily dealt with. 

The feeling against the Government of 
the United Stales and its people is calming 
down there. The official recognition of the 
junta government by the United States has 
been made by both Egan and Admiral 
Brown, and the United States flagship San 
Francisco yesterday saluted the Chilian flag 
by a discharge of 21 guns. This was re- 
turned in a similar maimer by the shore 
battery. 

THE TACOM A*EX t OSITION. 

B.and Dlsp'ay of \\ a-hlnclou'j Resources 
Formally Opaued. 

Tacoma, Sept. 10. — The grand and com- 
plete exposition of the products and re- 
sources of the state was formally opened to 
night, at 8 o'clock, in the Tucomi expoti 
tion building. 

President Hale's address was happily 
made and was highly complimentary to the 
exposition, and all who coii tiibuted to make 
it a success. His remarks were heartily 
applauded. 

At the conclusion of the programme the 
president's little daughter, Miss Louise 
Hale, aged ten years, touched the electric 
button on the speaker's stand, and set the 
inuchineiy in motion. 

Among the visitors are (lovernor and 
Mrs. E. P. Ferry and Lieut. -Governor C. E. 
Laughton. The state editors who attended 
the press association meeting weie in at- 
tendance in force and there is a very 
largo attendance of prominent citizens 
from Seattle, Olynipia and other Sound 
cities. 

The limes Hind from New York will not 
arrive until Saturday. Sunday evening it 
w ill give n sacred concert at. the exposition, 
which will be op nod in every department. 

The exhibits are nearly all complete, but 
have not heon arranged us well us they will 
be in a few days. The building cost §72,- 
000, the machinery, including the electric 
light plant purchased, §22,000, and the 
servicers of ike New York band for one 
month will he §12,500, 

Manager Hucey said to-day he thought 
the exposition would close with enough 
money on hand to pay all expenses, pay a 
10 percent dividend on the stock, and still 
leave a balance sufficient to build the botan- 
ical garden. The en pi til stuck of the cor- 
poration is §250,000, divided into shares of 
¥10 each. 

The exposition building covers an area of 
230x300 feet, and is a handsome structure. 
Inside, particularly w hen the numberless 
electric lamps ure lit, the scene is magnifi- 
cent, especially the gardens. Machinery 
hall, the url gallery, the zoological and liah 
departments, ho tieiilturul hul , mineral and 
ail ot lice departments are filled with ex- 
hibits from all parts of the state, anil form 
a grand picture of the rich, abundant and 
varied resource! of Washington.

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THE COCHRANE CASK 

The Cochrano case is a peculiar one, and 
throws light upon the methods of boiiic of 
kho local politicians of Onturio. Mr. Coch- 
rane is the representative of Kast Northurr.- 
berland in the Ilonso of Commons, lie bus 
been accused of selling the patronage of his 
riding, and a committee of the House is 
engaged in enquiring into the charges. The 
Murray Canal is in Northumberland County, 
and employed on it are a number of petty 
officials — budge-tenders and the like. The 
election affairs of the Hiding on the Conserva- 
tive bide are, it seems, managed by a eoui- 
ajittee. In K.ist Northumberland, as in 
many other counties of Ontario and else- 
where, there have been election troubles, 
and the party had incurred some obligations 
which were found to be rather troublesome. 
There was a note for five hundred dollars 
which bad been renewed more than 
once, and which this managing committee 
wished to pay. It would appear that con- 
tributions for election purposes are not very 
easily obtained in thut county, so the coin- 
miUec thought that the men who wore 
nominated to ollices on the canal could 
afford to be generous, so they applied to 
them for contributions to aid iu retiring 
this troublesome note. One hundred pud 
lifty do'lars was the sum that eacli bridge 
tender was expected to pay. The following 
extracts from the Umpire's report will show 
our readers the nature of the East North- 
umberland transaction. Hero is the evi- 
dence of a member of the local committee : 

David Bullock, sworn, said he wasamem- 
ber ot the Conservative committee in the 
village of Brighton. 'The other members of 
bhe committee were Mr. Lawson, Adam 
Young^iud Stanley. They met to tee if 
they could not appoint somebody ou the 
canal for the bridges. They exacted SIjO 
from every one of them. That was what 
they wanted. 

Mr. Barron— What was the money to be 
given for? The SI SO was to lie given for 
our influence. (Laughter.) 

Continuing, he said no one bad paid him 
money which was afterwards returned. 
Macon paid him no money, but he under- 
stood he was an applicant for the bridge. 
Witness could not say how the amount of 
$150 was arrived at. He took an active 
part iu the committee, but did not know 
that there ever had been any consultation 
with Mr. Cochrane. This committee was 
self-appointed, as far an he knew. He re- 
membered the names of the persons having 
the bridges coining before the committee 
.after the men were recommended. He 
■ could not Bay what steps were taken to se- 
cure the appointments. There never bail 
been any conversation with Mr. Cochrane 
about the operations of the committee, the 
sole object being to pay off the indebted- 
ness. Mr. Cochrane dropped in one night 
when tlie committee was in session. Wit- 
ness would swear that Mr. Cochrano bad 
not been sent for, and only remained a short 
time. The talk about the bridges went on 
while be was there, but Mr. Cochrane took 
no part in it. 

This ia the testimony of one of the 
genorous bridge-keepers : 

The committee met in the afternoon, when 
Mr. Barron examined William Brown. 
Witness stated that he was a bridge-keeper 
on the Murray canal. He got that position 
through the committee appointed for the 
purpose of selecting somebody for the posi- 
tion. He was told by Mr. Cochrane that a 
committee bad been appointed for this pur- 
pose. He went to Mr. Cochrane and asked 
what his chances were of getting a position, 
and that gentlemen told him be had left the 
matter in the hands of the committee He 
got the position and subscribed 8150 to- 
wards wiping out the debt against the 
Conservative party. The first lie beard 
about money for the oflices was from Mr. 
James .Stanley. He could not say whether 
be paid the money befoie or after getting 
the appointment. It was arranged with 
* Mr. Stanley that he aho'ild pay the 8150 
and get t he appointment. 

Mr. Barron— Whether you cot the ap- 
pointment or not, were you willing to pay 
tho $150! Yes. 

Continuing, witness said be paid the 
money in cash to Mr. Webb; be got a ro- 
coipt for the money, but be could not say 
where it was now. 

By Mr. Muloek — It was a week or so 
after Stanley told him ho had got the olfice 
that be paid the money to Webb; he would 
have given the whole of the money to the 
Conservative party if it was required j ho 
bad contributed ?2 to the party funds Home 
years ago. 

Other bridge hoopers were examined. 
Their testimony was to the stuno effect. 
The man who got the berth was expected to 
ahow his gratitude by contributing $150 to- 
wards clearing off the liabilities of the com- 
mittee. 



LIFE OX THE FARM. 

Why has farming become to unpopular, 
is a question that many are asking both in 
the United States and Canada ? Fanning 
districts are becoming depopulated in many 
places, and both young men and young 
women would almost do anything rather 
.than stay on the farm. It is well known 
-that the greater number of those who 
abandon the land do not better their condi- 
tion. 15ut the failure of so many who leave 
the farms to seek their fortunes doei not 
-act as n warning to the young people of the 
rural districts. They aro becoming more 
and more impatient of what thoy consider 
the dull life and tlio hard work of the farm, 
and aro continually on the look out for some 
opening in tho cities of their own or other 
countries by means of which they may try 
what they can do in what they regard as a 



wider field, where the prizes uro greater und 
the opportunities more numerous. 

There is little use in preaching to these 
young and ardent men and women. They 
see what is before them if they stay ut 
home, and they only iniagino what will 
happen them, if they go out into tho wido, 
wide world. Hope tells a flattering tale, 
and they believe that whatever the fato of 
ethers has been thoro is good luck iu store 
for them. 

Life on tho farm is dull, work is at times 
hard. There is very little amuaeniont and 
no excitement. There is no usu iu denying 
til ia. The sameness and uneventfulness of 
lifo in the country are hard to bear by tho 
young man, whose appetite for enjoyment 
ia keen, and who feels the stirrings of ambi- 
tion. He admits tint life on the farm 
ll is its compensations, that it is conducive 
to health of body and vigor of mind, that 
the farmer is exempt from the thousand 
cares and anxieties and h artful excitements, 
that wear the city man out, and 
make him old before his time. But the 
rest fulness and tho quiet the monotonous 
labor, and the lonesomeness of the farm are 
just the things thut he does not like, lie 
want more stir and more society, even if 
he has t > suffer some of the evils he is 
warned against. He feela that he cannot 
stay it home. Hu must have change of 
some kind. 

What is to be dono ? He cannot be forc- 
ed to remain on the farm. Is it possible to 
make the farm more pleasant for him? Mr. 
John W. Hookwalter, in the Forum for 
September, says it can. He was reared on 
a farm himself, and he sympathizes keenly 
with the fanner's sons and daughters, who 
are sick and tired of the sameness und the 
hardships of life in tho country, lie pro- 
poses to do away with the lonesomeness that 
the young country people feel to be intoler- 
able and of which they complain so much. 
Ho would have farmers sel tie in villag. a. In- 
stead of having an isolated homestead 
on every farm lie would have a house for 
every farm for a tract, say, of live miles 
square, but the bouses would be near each 
other. They would form a village, with all 
the conveniences and co-operative institu- 
tions of a village community. A hundred 
farmers, for instance, could, he believe, live 
much more pleasantly, enjoy moro of the 
comforts ami pleasures of life in a village 
of this kind than they could in a hundred 
bouses scattered over the country. He con- 
tends that, from an economic point of view, 
the farmers would be bettor off and their 
position, socially, would be infinitely im- 
proved. His theory sounds well, but it is 
not an unusual thing for a scheme which 
looks well on paper to fail utterly when it 
is attempted to be put in practice. 

Village farming is not by any means a 
new theory. It is practised on the conti- 
nent of Europe, and the Monnonites have 
brought it to America. It would be, per- 
haps, worth while to enquire if life in a 
Mennonite village is pleasautcr and more 
conducive to moral elevation and intellec- 
tual improvement than life, say, on an On- 
tario isolated homestead. Are I he Mon- 
nonites happier and more refined, and do 
they get more out of life than their Eng- 
lish, Scotch, Irish ami Canadian neighbors? 
How about life' in a Russian rural com- 
mune" Is it favorable not only to the 
proper cultivation of the soil but to the im- 
provement — moral, intellectual and social— 
of its members? Have French rural vil- 
lages such charms for those who are br>rn 
and brought up iu them that they leave 
them, even when they are young, with 
reluctance anil remember them with 
pleasure for the rest of their lives? 

Mr. Bookwalter, it seems, is practising 
what be preaches. He ia engaged in estab- 
lishing farm villages in Nebraska. The 
first of them will be built on a tract of 12,- 
000 acres in Pawnee county. The land will 
bo divided into 1.10 fanes o F St) acres each, 
and in the centre of the tract will be a 
village consisting of 150 houses, one bruise 
for every farm. The progress of this phil- 
anthropic gentleman's experiment will be 
watched with great interest by many both 
in the United Stat'-s and Canada.

A SEATTLE SENSATION. 

Two Well-Known Citizens Abducted by De- 
tectives— The Kidnappers Arrested. 

Ill broad daylight, yesterday, R. B. Al- 
beitson, the well-known lawyer of the firm, 
Preston, Albertson it Don worth, and Win. 
E. Bailey, the prominent Seattle capitalist, 
proprietor of the Press-Times, and presi- 
dent or stockholder in half a dozen financial 
institutions, were kidnapped by M. ('. Sul- 
livan and two of his detectives. Mr. Al- 
bertson and Mr. Bailey were driven in a 
closed carriage through the streets of Seat- 
tle, down the Grunt street bridge and out 
to Black River Junction, to take the train 
for Tacoir.a. But when that train came 
into the station there Judge Burke, Chief 
Hilton Rogers, two or three officers more 
and half a dozen of the friendsof Mr. Bailey 
and Mr. Albertson were aboard. Sullivan 
and his men were arrested for assault, 
Bailey and Albertson \nre rescued and 
brought back to the city with the tables 
turned and the kidnappers as prisoners. 

The abduction was the outcome of an at- 
tempt to arrest Albertson on the charge of 
receiving some ot the notes and bonds stolen 
by his cousin, Edward Albertson, the ab- 
sconding teller of the Tucoma Fidelity und 
Trust company.

London, Sept. 10.— Tho Standard's Shanghai 
correspondent, says : The foreigners of V Chang, 
with tho exception of numbers of the consulate, 
have taken refugo at Hangkow, the foreign 
gunboats being unable to reach Vchang on 
account of low water.

Sept. 0.— Tho depart- 
ment, of State has received a telegraphic dis- 
patch from the minister it Pekln reporting a 
riot at Y chang, on the Yang-tse Klang river, in 
the province of Hoopo, and that, tho establish- 
ment of tho American missionaries there has 
been destroyed. No further particulars are 
given. Y chang is about 200 miles above Han- 
kow, which is about us far up tho rivor as 
vessels can go.

Cut Flowers Constantly on Hand 
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FINANCIAL MATTERS. 

Henry Clews' New York Circular of Septem- 
ber 5 Scniniarlztd. 

The upward movement which started aoveral 
weeks ago continued to hold full bwuv during 
i he early purl or tho present week, tho result 
being anothor sharp advanco in nearly all tho 
prominent shares ; when llio long-Iookcd-for 
reaction mndo its Bi>poaronco, and tho most 
successful Imll campaign seen for many a day 
was brought temporarily to a halt, and the 
boars for tho first tiino in live woeks were al- 
lowed to tako an Inning, it is not surprising 
that ilio market should receive n net-back; but 
to have been able to stand tlio strain of moving 
In oho direction for such n long period, not- 
withstanding free reulizlngs from time to time, 
clearly demonstrates the good quality of the 
market and tho Improved condition of affairs 
brought about by tlio wonderful eroi'3. 

Willi the almost famine crops in nearly ovory 
foreign country, it is interesting to compare 
tho ilguroi of last year's crop with tho esti- 
mated mures for this yoar. Tho result is 
highly gratifying. Wo have in round numbers, 
taking i ho cereius combined, 91 1 million bushels 
mora than last year; an exportable surplus of 
ftH million bushels of wheat, and, in addition, 
a lai go quantity oGcorn. With tlio oxception 
of l'.nglnnd land she is obliged to im- 
port If) bushels of wheat annually more 
than alio grows), ovory wheat producing coun- 
try in Kuriipo is largely deficient in its h .rvest. 
and at le st 'J.'^l million bushels of wheat will 
bo required to cover t he shortage. Last your 
tlio Kuropoan rye crop amounted to 1.040 mil- 
lions, while I his vcar tbu yield will not be over 
lib) millions Europeans liavo not been educat- 
ed to eat corn, ana it has been a matter of com- 
ment that our Government bis never taken 
any active s ups to bring about that result. 
However. Willi the l..rgu existing shortages, 
corn will have to be accepted fur lood. and 
unco tin; experiment is Hied, it is not likely to 
bo relinquished. Tho movement of grain at 
Interior poiuiH has been very heavy, tho re- 
ceipts showing an Increase of 05 por cent, over 
last year. 

Tho immediate client of Ibis is seen in the In- 
created earnings ot several railroads, and sug- 
gests somo idea of wniit may be expected when 
the movement becomes more general.

the precious metal which was taken uw.iy from 
us will itnd its way back again to Its natural 
resting-place. The money market, during the 
past week, lias shown signs of working a little 
closer, tho rates forderaand loans one day hav- 
ing advanced to 6 per cent., while time loans 
command the full legal rule for nearly all 
dates. 

There seoms to bo no grounds for uneasiness 
on this score, us the imports of gold will bo 
apt to check any tendency towards stringency. 
Tlio rates this year nro in marked contrast to 
the high rates which ruled a year ago, when 
call money was limited at a premium of 4 of I 
per cent, per diem and interest— equivalent 
to 188 por cent, por annum. The situation as a 
wtiolo, is certainly favorable to an ultimately 
higher range of va-uos; but there are several 
tilings winch may retard any further pro- 
nounced upward movomont. A thing to bo 
watched is tho statements issued by tho Bank 
of England as having a hoariug on t ho future 
conditions of affairs across tho water. This 
-week's state ru: nt shows that tho proportion of 
reserve to liability bus declined from 15.77 last 
wcok to 45.28 this week, and that tho decrease 
in the reserve for that period amounted to 
£3D5 000. These figures in tuemsolvo3 have no 
especial signilicance, as tho reserve is still 
slightly above last yoar; but tho old country 
will aeon be called upon to export a hiigu 
amount of gold. In view of this, the Dank of 
England's governors are likely to advance 
their late nt discount, which will have the ef- 
fect of making money dearer abroad, and con- 
sequently more uitllcult for tho foreigners to 
carry our stocks. 

Tho factor, of more importance thnn any 
other at t be present time, is tho cold in the 
Northwest, which seems to be moving in sev- 
eral directions and may yet do serious iniury 
to some portions of the corn crop, as it will be 
two or three weeks before ab corn will be out 
of danger from frost. The situation aa a whole 
baa a promising look for the future. While 
these uncertain factors aro hovering over the 
market it will be well to move cautiously, and 
when giod profits m ke their appoaranco it 
will bo advisable to secure them. The market 
is likely to show more activity from now on, 
especially as the leading "bear" will soon be 
home to take a band in the game. 



STARVING PEASANTS OK RUSSIA. 

Distress Increased by Speculators' Schemes— 
Fighting fur Food. 

St. Petersburg, Sopt. 10,-Compla'nts come 
from various provinces that tho wheat reserves 
which would h ive averted distress havo been 
bought up by speculators. Tho rich inhabi- 
tants and public instil ut ions and clubs of Tain- 
boll wi 1 devote a port ion of their income to the 
poor. The provincial council has convoked a 
general meeting to arrange a common plan of 
allocation. 

Ir. tho province of Orel bunds of peasants are 
roving over highways, attacking convoys of 
grain and food, even where convoys are escort- 
ed, by soldiers. Fights nro of frequent occur- 
rence, and many persons havu been killed. 
Crime is rampant, owing to a de-ire to escape 
at m illion by imprisonment. The jails are 
crowded with prisoners.
